*  The  Sigmund  Martin  Heller  Traveling  Fellowship.  Open  to 
graduates  of  any  of  the  academic  colleges  of  the  University.  This 
fellowship  is  estahlisliod  for  the  purpose  of  making  possible  ad- 
vanced study  by  distinguished  graduate  students  in  any  part  of 
this  country  or  in  other  countries. 

One,  yielding  $950. 

The  Howison  Fellowship  in  Philosophy.  Open  to  graduate  stu- 
dents in  Philosophy  who  received  honors  in  Philosophy  at  gradua- 
tion. Further  conditions  of  eligibility  for  this  felloAvship  are 
evidence  of  a  thorough  grounding  in  mathematics,  physics,  chem- 
istry and  biology,  and  the  ability  to  read  freely  Greek,  Latin,  Ger- 
man, and  French.

These  fellowships  may  be 
awarded  as  resident  or  as  traveling  fellowships,  dependent  on 
the  character  of  the  applications.

Open  to  persons  who  have 
come  to  the  United  States  from  the  Republic  of  Germany  for  the 
purpose  of  pursuing  studies  of  collegiate  grade,  and  tenable  only 
in  residence  at  the  University  of  California.  In  the  event  that  there 
are  no  applicants  eligible  under  these  provisions,  an  appointment 
may  be  made  from  among  other  applicants  for  fellowships.  Each 
applicant  must  submit,  in  addition  to  the  information  requested 
on  the  application,  a  fairly  long  statement  in  English  about  his  life 
and  training  and  why  he  wishes  to  work  at  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia.

The  Martin  Kelloggf  Fellowship  in  Astronomy.  Open  to  students 
of  distinction  who  have  already  earned  the  doctorate  or  attained 
equivalent  standing  in  astronomical  work.  Applications  should  be 
addressed  to  the  Director  of  the  Lick  Observatory,  Mount  Hamil- 
ton, California. 

One,  yielding  $1,500. 

The  George  Ladd  Prix  de  Paris  in  Music  (oj^en  to  graduate  and 
undergraduate  students  at  the  University  of  California).  Ofifered 
every  two  years  as  an  award  to  some  student  of  music  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  California,  of  either  sex,  who  shall  have  attained  the 
highest  excellence  in  his  or  her  studies  in  harmony  and  composition 
for  the  given  period  of  two  years.  Each  applicant  must  submit  ex- 
amples of  original  composition.  The  type  of  composition  submitted 
should,  if  possible,  be  in  the  sonata  form.  At  least  one  complete 
movement  in  the  sonata  form  should  be  prepared.  The  medium 
may  be  piano,  organ,  any  ensemble  group,  or  any  larger  instrumen- 
tal group. 

In  order  to  provide  for  the  full  expression  of  musical  feeling  on 
the  part  of  students  whose  work  has  not  included  the  sonata,  a 
series  of  six  or  more  songs  or  solo  or  ensemble  instrumental  pieces 
may  be  submitted  in  place  of  the  sonata.  The  appointee  to  the 
George  Ladd  Prix  de  Paris  holds  the  appointment  for  two  years 
and  is  directed  to  study  in  Paris,  France,  or  in  an  emergency  at 
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some  other  place,  pnisuiiifr  work  particularly  in  harmony,  compo- 
sition, and  orchestration. 

One,  yielding  $2,500  per  year  for  two  years. 

The  Lick  Observatory  Fellowships  in  Astronomy.  Open  to  prop- 
erly qualified  ^aduate  students  in  astronomy.  Appointees  to  these 
fellowships  devote  their  attention  to  o-vadnate  study  and  may  be 
required  to  assist  in  the  work  of  the  Lick  Observatory.  Holders  of 
these  fellowships  are  usually  permitted  to  spend  one  semester  of 
each  year  at  Berkeley  to  carry  on  study  at  the  Students'  Observa- 
tory. Applications  should  be  addressed  to  the  Dean  of  the  Grad- 
uate Division,  University  of  California,  Berkeley.

The  Walter  Loewy  Scholarships  (open  to  graduate  and  under- 
graduate students).  For  the  year  1940—41  these  scholarships  are 
open  to  students  from  Germany  during  their  studies  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  California.  Tliey  are  open  to  competition  both  at  Los  An- 
geles and  at  Berkeley,  and  resident  scholarships  may  be  tenable  at 
either  of  these  centers.  Each  applicant  for  a  resident  scholarship 
must  submit,  in  addit  ion  to  the  information  requested  on  the  appli- 
cation, a  fairly  long  statement  in  English  about  his  life  and  train- 
ing and  why  he  wishes  to  work  at  the  University  of  California. 

Several  resident  scliolar ships,  graduate  and  undergraduate, 
stipends  to  he  determined  on  character  of  applications. 

The  James  Monroe  McDonald  Scholarships.  Primarily  for  un- 
dergraduates of  the  University  of  California,  but  may  be  awarded 
for  a  year  of  postgraduate  study  at  the  discretion  of  the  depart- 
ments concerned.  They  are  available  in  the  fields  of  Agriculture, 
Chemistry,  Civil  Engineering  (Sanitary  and  Municipal  Engineer- 
ing), Geology,  Mining  Engineering,  Mining  and  IMetallurgy,  and 
Physics.  The  stipends  vary  in  amount. 

The  John  Bell  Mhoon  Scholarships  in  Law.  Open  only  to  stu- 
dents in  the  School  of  Jurisprudence  and  in  the  Hastings  College 
of  the  Law. 

Two,  yielding  $450  each. 
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The  William  Harrison  Mills  Fellowships  in  International  Rela- 
tions. Open  to  graduate  students  of  exceptional  ability  and  prom- 
ise in  any  American  university  who  have  made  some  study  of  the 
language  and  literature,  the  political,  social  and  economic  condi- 
tions, and  the  diplomatic  relations  of  one  or  more  of  the  countries 
of  Central  or  South  America  or  Eastern  Asia,  who  desire  to  under- 
take studies  bearing  on  the  social,  economic,  or  diplomatic  relations 
of  the  United  States  with  any  one  or  more  of  such  countries,  in  or 
under  the  direction  of  the  faculty  of  the  University  of  California. 
Applicants  must  be  American  citizens  of  the  white  race  who  have 
no  permanent  home  in  and  do  not  propose  to  live  permanently  in 
any  foreign  country.  It  is  the  hope  of  the  donor  of  these  fellowships 
that  students  who  receive  the  award  shall  prepare  themselves  to 
represent  this  country  in  the  diplomatic  service  or  in  our  commer- 
cial relationships  with  countries  bordering  on  the  Pacific  Ocean.

Open  to  students  in  the  Medical  School 
with  the  proviso  that  preference  be  given  to  sons  or  daughters  of 
the  members  of  tlie  Class  of  191,3  who  shcdl  have  gi-aduated  after 
four  years'  attendance  at  the  University  of  California  in  Berkeley.

The  Abraham  Rosenberg  Research  Fellowships.  Open  to  distin- 
guished students  in  the  fields  of  the  natural  sciences,  particularly 
those  having  relation  to  the  field  of  medicine,  who  have  been  for- 
mally advanced  to  candidacy  for  the  Ph.D.  degree.

Open  to  com- 
petition among  persons  now  connected  or  recently  associated  with 
the  San  Bruno  Community  Center  in  San  Francisco,  who  are  in 
the  professional  curricula.  If  no  such  successful  candidate  is  found, 
the  scholarship  may  be  open  to  competition  by  others  of  the  Jewish 
faith.

Open  to  students  in  English  and  in  tlie  Classics, 
and  to  be  awarded,  insofar  as  is  practicable,  to  help  stimulate  the 
work  in  the  cultural  (aesthetic)  side  of  the  training  of  the  youth 
of  the  University.

The  Allen  D.  Wilson  Memorial  Scholarships.  Open  to  stu- 
dents in  the  Medical  School,  the  School  of  Jurisprudence,  and  the 
teacher-training  curricula,  who  profess  a  belief  in  God  and  are 
of  good  moral  character. 

One  each  in  Medicine,  Jurisprudence,  and  Education,  yielding 
$150. 
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Honorary  Traveling  Fellowships 

Honorary  traveling  fellowships  may  be  awarded  to  distinguished 
graduate  students  in  any  department.  Such  honorary  traveling 
fellowships  do  not  carry  any  stipend  but  entitle  the  holder  to  offi- 
cial credentials  from  the  University,  which  may  be  of  assistance 
in  the  pursuit  of  studies  and  special  inquiries  in  other  states  and 
in  foreign  lands.  Applications  should  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Dean 
of  the  Graduate  Division  on  the  same  date  as  applications  for  all 
other  fellowships,  indicated  below. 


Exchange  Fellowships 

International  House-Y encliing  University  Exchange  Felloiv- 
ship.  An  exchange  fellowship  has  been  established  between  In- 
ternational House  at  the  University  of  California  and  Yenching 
University  in  Peiping,  China.  This  fellowship  may  be  awarded  to 
a  Chinese  student  from  Yenching  University  who  gives  evidence 
of  distinguished  scholastic  ability.  In  addition  to  a  stipend  of  $450, 
the  appointee  is  granted  remission  of  tuition. 

In  return  a  fellowship  of  room,  board,  and  tuition  may  be 
awarded  to  an  American  student  at  Yenching  University.  The 
American  applicant  must  be  a  registered  graduate  student  in  the 
University  of  California,  and  preferably  one  who  is  sufficiently 
advanced  in  his  graduate  work  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportu- 
nity for  collecting  material  for  his  doctor's  dissertation.  However, 
a  graduate  student  of  less  advanced  standing  may  apply,  though 
there  must  be  some  distinct  purpose  for  the  suggested  year  of  study 
at  Yenching  University  definitely  in  line  with  his  professional 
studies.  Preference  will  be  given  to  candidates  in  Oriental  Lan- 
guages, History,  Political  Science,  and  such  phases  of  Philosophy, 
Agriculture,  Art,  Education  as  are  concerned  with  aspects  of  the 
culture,  the  history,  and  the  civilization  of  the  Orient.  Bach  candi- 
date applying  for  the  fellowship  must  give  evidence  of  his  ability 
to  meet  all  other  financial  obligations  involved  in  this  year  of  study 
in  the  Orient. 
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International  House  Fellowships  and  Scholarships 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  luternational  House  has  made  available 
an  Adjustment  Fund  to  make  residence  in  International  House 
possible  for  students  who  are  citizens  of  other  countries.  This  Fund 
is  administered  in  amounts  equivalent  to  the  individual's  need  as 
analyzed  by  the  student  in  conference  with  a  staff  member.  Every 
foreign  student  interested  in  living  at  International  House,  re- 
gardless of  his  circumstances  and  before  making  arrangements  for 
residence  elsewhere,  is  encouraged  to  present  his  situation  to  the 
Assistant  in  Charge  of  Admissions  of  International  House. 

Several  fellowships  have  also  been  established  for  the  year 
1940-41.  The  stipends  of  these  fellowships  may  vary  in  amount  but 
in  no  case  will  exceed  $500  for  the  school  year.  Those  applying  for 
these  fellowships  must  be  bona  fide  foreign  students,  who  plan  to 
retui'u  home  following  their  period  of  study  at  the  University.  They 
must,  in  all  eases,  be  students  whose  scholarship  has  been  distin- 
guished ;  who  are  prepared  for  graduate  work  in  some  chosen  field ; 
and  who  have  a  sufficient  command  of  English  to  enable  them  to 
profit  by  study  at  this  institution.  The  applicant  should  not  be  un- 
der twenty-two  nor  over  thirty  years  of  age.  Special  consideration 
will  be  given  to  more  mature  students  prepared  for  specific  projects 
of  study.  Application  blanks  for  these  fellowships  may  be  secured 
from  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  Division  and  should  be  filed  with 
him  not  later  than  February  20,  1910. 

Alumni  Association  Scholarships 

The  San  Francisco  Alumni  Associations  of  Harvard  and  Yale  Uni- 
versities, of  Radcliffe  College,  and  of  other  institutions  maintain 
scholarships  at  their  respective  alma  maters  for  California  stu- 
dents. Applications  for  one  of  these  scholarships  should  be  ad- 
dressed to  the  proper  Alumni  Association. 

Teaching  Assistantships 

In  many  departments  Teaching  Assistantships  will  probably  be 
available,  the  income  of  which  will  be,  it  is  anticipated,  $650  per 
annum,  in  some  cases  slightly  less.  Appointees  devote  about  one- 
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half  of  their  time  to  teaching  duties  and  the  rest  of  their  time  to 
graduate  work.  Applications  for  these  appointments  may  he  se- 
cured from  the  chairman  of  the  departmeiit  in  which  the  student 
wishes  to  teach. 

Research  Assistantships 

Many  Research  Assistantships  are  available  at  the  University  for 
properly  qualified  students.  While  stipends  vary  somewhat,  the 
usual  salary  paid  to  Research  Assistants  who  give  half-time  service 
to  an  individual  or  a  department  is  $600  per  year.  Students  inter- 
ested in  appointments  to  Research  Assistantships  should  apply  to 
the  department  concerned. 

INFORMATION  FOR  APPLICANTS 

Applications  for  fellowships  and  graduate  scholarships,  together 
with  official  transcripts  of  record,  and  also  letters  of  recommenda- 
tion from  instructors  in  support  of  the  application,  should  be  filed 
with  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  Division  by  February  20.  Awards 
will  be  made  not  later  than  Ajiril  1.  Acceptance  of  an  award  must 
be  made  in  writing  not  later  than  April  15.  The  blank  for  Applica- 
tion for  a  Fellowship  or  Graduate  Scholarship  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  Division. 

Applicants  for  appointments  in  art  must  send  photographs  of 
their  work ;  it  is  desirable  that,  wherever  possible,  actual  specimens 
of  their  w^ork  be  submitted. 

Fellowships  and  graduate  scholarships  are  awarded  as  a  mark 
of  honor,  on  the  basis  of  scholarship — not  of  need.  Exceptions  may 
be  made  in  the  case  of  the  Ayer,  Loewy,  Mhoon,  Pixley,  Sanborn, 
and  Wilson  scholarships.  The  holders  of  fellowships  or  graduate 
scholarships  are  expected  to  devote  all  their  time  to  graduate  study 
and  research  in  the  University. 

It  is  expected  that  no  student  will  apply  for  a  fellowship  or 
graduate  scholarship  unless  he  is  free  to  accept  an  appointment ; 
that  he  will  not  accept  any  other  employment,  except  by  permission 
of  the  President ;  and  that  he  will  not  surrender  the  fellowship  or 
scholarship  during  the  period  for  which  it  has  been  awarded. 
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Opportunities  for  advanced  study  and  research  in  the  various 
departments  are  described  in  the  several  Annoimcements  of  the 
Graduate  Division.  The  annual  General  Catalogue,  containing  gen- 
eral information  about  the  University  and  listing  courses  of  in- 
struction, may  be  obtained  by  addressing  a  request  to  the  Registrar, 
accompanied  by  twenty-five  cents  in  stamps;  the  Announcements 
of  the  Graduate  Division  and  the  special  circular  regarding  fees 
may  be  obtained  on  application  to  the  Mailing  Division  of  the  Uni- 
versity. 

A  formal  Application  for  Admission  to  graduate  status  is  re- 
quired of  all  persons  seeking  admission  to  the  Graduate  Division 
of  the  University  of  California.  This  Application  need,  however, 
be  filed  only  by  those  fellowship  applicants  who  receive  awards  or 
by  other  applicants  who  definitely  plan  to  enter  the  University. 
The  Application  must  be  filed  at  the  Office  of  the  Dean  of  the  Grad- 
uate Division,  preferably  three  or  four  weeks  prior  to  the  opening 
of  the  semester,  and  should  be  accompanied  by  a  money  order  or 
bank  draft  for  three  dollars  made  out  to  the  Regents  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California,  in  payment  of  the  Application  Fee.  Official 
transcripts  of  record  covering  all  high  school,  normal  school,  col- 
lege, and  university  work  completed  to  date  may  accompany  or 
should  immediately  follow  the  Applicatioyi.  The  Application  blank 
may  be  secured  by  addressing  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  Division, 
214  California  Hall,  University  of  California,  Berkeley.  Please 
note  that  the  Application  Fee  is  chargeable  to  every  person  who 
files  an  application  and  is  not  returnable  if  for  any  reason  the  stu- 
dent does  not  enroll.  If  incomplete  transcripts  of  record  have  been 
filed  in  support  of  a  fellowship  application,  supplementary  records 
containing  evidence  of  the  degree  received  in  the  interim  should 
be  furnished. 

FEES 

All  graduate  students  in  residence  at  Berkeley  pay  an  incidental 
fee  of  $27.50  per  semester.  Graduate  students  who  are  not  resi- 
dents of  the  State  of  California  pay  in  addition  a  tuition  fee  of  $75 
per  semester  for  a  full  program  or  $5  per  unit  for  a  program  of  five 
to  eleven  units.  However,  students  in  full  graduate  status  whose 
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scliolarship  has  been  distiiiyuislied  and  who  are  carrying  pro- 
grams leading  directly  to  academic  (non-professional)  higher  de- 
grees may  be  exempted  from  this  requirement  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  Division.  The  term  distinguished 
scholarship  in  connection  with  the  question  of  exemption  from  the 
payment  of  the  tuition  fee  will  be  interpreted  as  follows:  The 
scholarship  standing  must  have  been  excellent  throughout  a  period 
of  no  less  than  two  years  just  preceding  the  time  of  application  for 
this  privilege.  Moreover,  only  students  from  institutions  of  high 
standing  in  scholarly  work  will  be  considered.  See  further,  page  41 
of  the  current  Announcement  of  the  Graduate  Division.  In  the 
Medical  School  the  tuition  fee  is  $100  per  semester  for  California 
residents,  and  $250  per  semester  for  nonresidents.  In  the  School 
of  Jurisprudence  students  are  subject  to  a  special  incidental  fee 
of  $30  per  semester,  and  in  addition  nonresidents  are  obliged  to 
pay  a  tuition  fee  of  $62.50  per  semester.
